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CHARTER TRUST SCOOPS A 
PRESTIGIOUS BIFFA AWARD

MEMBERS of the 
Cowbridge 
Charter Trust are 
celebrating suc¬ 
cess, after scoop¬ 
ing a prestigious 
environmental 
and community 
prize in the Biffa 
Awards 2013. 

The ‘Children’s 
Outdoor Story-telling 
Circle’ project, run by 
the trust, was recently 
named winner of the 
‘Small Grants’ category 
for their dedicated work 
to improve Old Hall 
Gardens by creating the 
story-telling facility 
outside the library. 


As a category win¬ 
ner, they received 
£2,000 in prize money, 
and this has been put 
aside for further proj¬ 
ects. 

Administered by the 
Royal Society of 
Wildlife Trusts, the 
Biffa Award scheme 
gives grants to envi¬ 
ronmental and commu¬ 
nity projects, using 
landfill tax credits 
donated by Biffa Group 
Ltd. 

In 2012, the 
Cowbridge Charter 
Trust applied to Biffa 
for a grant to create the 
storytelling circle. 

The project included 
the purchase and instal¬ 


lation of a storytelling 
chair, and nine three- 
seater benches, which 
can be used as an out¬ 
door classroom and 
meeting place for local 
children, parents and 
story tellers. 

For members of the 
trust, the award is 
another step along a 
long road where they 
all feel they have made 
a real difference to the 
town. 

Originally formed in 
2003, to plan the cele¬ 
brations for the town’s 
750th anniversary of 
the granting of its 


Royal Charter (1254- 
2004), the 200 founder 
members had so many 
ideas that they decided 
to stick around and try 
to make them happen. 

Trustee Alan 

Crossley was keen to 
make the point that the 
trust has been a trigger 
for a large number of 
improvements. 

He said: “People for¬ 
get that we started the 
Food Festival, and look 
how that has developed. 
In the end, it needed to 
be run as a separate 
entity, but it has grown 
to the point that it is

already ranked number 
three in Wales.”. 

The trust devoted its 
energies to repairing the 
town’s historic walls - 
and there is still one 
section, obscured by the 
old cattle sheds, that it 
is keen to complete. 

The Physic Garden 
Trust is a separate body, 
although a number of 
people are members of 
both, and the effect that 
has had on Cowbridge 
is well documented. 

However, the charter 
trust set up a sub-group, 
the Old Hall Gardens 
project, to improve the 
neighbouring gardens - 
and the story-telling 
circle is part of this 
project. 

The driving force 
behind the Old Hall 
Gardens group is Linda 
Osborn, although she 
told The GEM that 
Richard Browning, a 
professional horticul- 
turalist, was the leader. 

In fact, all the volun¬ 
teers bring something 
to the Old Hall Gardens 
project, and Thursday 
morning has become a 
popular time (starting 
9.30am) for locals to 
come along and help. 

Percy Robson, the 
treasurer, said: “Our 
oldest volunteer is 87, 
and she enjoys keeping 
busy here”. 

Richard Browning 
explained that the over¬ 
all theme in the Old 
Hall Gardens is biodi¬ 
versity, with the plant¬ 
ing done to attract 
wildlife to the area. 

This has made the 
gardens popular with 
local schools, who 
come to study the area 
and go pond dipping. 

They also, not sur¬ 
prisingly, often take a 
break for a story in the 
circle. 

Harry Hailes, anoth¬ 
er trustee, said that he 
had come across school 
groups using the circle 
on a number of occa¬ 
sions - sometimes for 
stories and sometimes 
simply for lunch.

Vale schools 'at 
a disadvantage’ 


T HE recent 
inspection of 
the Vale of 
Glamorgan’s edu¬ 
cational provision 
by Estyn, the 
Government’s edu¬ 
cational watchdog, 
raises serious 
issues. 

The report informs us 
that the Vale has failed 
to follow recommenda¬ 
tions given to it by Estyn 
to rectify shortcomings 
identified three years 
ago! 

The Vale clearly has 
not done its homework. 
This is not the good 
example it should be set¬ 
ting to pupils in its 
schools. 

School funding in the 
Vale is another matter of 
concern. Vale Secondary 
pupils have less money 


spent on them than any 
other local authority in 
Wales. Primary school 
pupils come bottom but 
one in the pupil spend¬ 
ing per head league. 
English schools are 
funded on average £600 
more per pupil per year. 

Vale pupils are clearly 
disadvantaged regarding 
the purchase of text 
books and equipment. 
This longstanding disad¬ 
vantage is unlikely to 
change in the current 
period of austerity. 

A considerable 
improvement must be 
made if the Vale’s Estyn 
evaluation is to rise 
above adequate, 
described by former 
Education Minister 
Leighton Andrews as 
“barely good enough”.

Cowbridge needs to grow, but... 

THE HOMES PLANS 
ARE OUT OF SCALE’ 


Y OUR readers will be aware by now 
that the revised Local Development 
Plan for the Vale, published two 
weeks ago, shows a massive increase in 
the number of new houses in Cowbridge 
over the next few years. 

It is proposed that nearly 400 new houses are 
built on the Darren Farm land and more than 100 on 
a site off the St Athan Road. 

In addition, there are bound to be windfall sites 
that will also become available for development. 

No doubt over the next few weeks, many points 
will be raised for and against these proposals. 

At this point in time, I only wish to comment on 
their impact on the historic town of Cowbridge, 
once a small self-contained settlement that expanded 
massively from its medieval origins after the 1960s, 
since when over 1,000 dwellings have been added 
to the fabric of the town. 

These new proposals will add even more pres¬ 
sure, because in order to service these additional 
houses and their population (who by definition will 
not originate from or work in Cowbridge), new

These do not have 
much to do with the fun¬ 
damental reason for my 
strong opposition to the 
new housing proposal 
plans in Ystradowen. 

As a resident of this 
village for the past 10 
years, I am very aware 
and very conscious of 
the serious danger that 
the blind turn into the 
hilly cul-de-sac at 
Badgers Brook Rise is 
already presenting for 
pedestrians and especial¬ 
ly children playing out¬ 
side. 

Even today, with the 
existing traffic in the vil¬ 
lage, we have to take 
special caution for the

I T SEEMS that 
the commercial 
viability of 
Solar energy has 
now superseded the 
need to sustain 
what little country¬ 
side we have left in 
Aberthaw. 

The proposal to install 
a large solar park on 
arable land, close to resi¬ 
dents, Grade II listed 
buildings and livestock, 
is angering many of the 
residents. 

The residents have 
already been subjected 
to endless years of noise 
from the power station 
and now have to possi¬ 
bly become sandwiched 
between a solar park and 
a power station. 

This proposed site on 
fields belonging to a 
farmer, is a special area, 
protected under 
ENV4(Planning Policy 
Wales) to safeguard the 
character of the land¬ 
scape. 

In the rush to get this 
planning on the table, 


the Pegasus group have 
not looked into the 
implications to residents 
of West Aberthaw and 
Gileston. 

Whilst I understand 
that local authorities are 
under pressure to pro¬ 
vide renewable energy, 
the Energy Minister, has 
stated that town halls are 
often prepared to “roll 
over rather than looking 
at the balance of com¬ 
munity interest and visu¬ 
al impact”. 

This development is 
opportunistic in nature 
and the returns of renew¬ 
able energy are limited. 

Why destroy areas of 
productive agricultural 
land and blight the land¬ 
scape, when a park like 
this could be sited on 
brown field sites within 
the Vale? 

I think I can vouch for 
most people in West 
Aberthaw and Gileston 
in saying that we are 
very concerned about 
this proposed develop¬ 
ment.

WHY THE NEED 
TO CATCH AN 
EARLY BUS?’ 


F OR the first 
time in my life, 

I feel the need 
to write to you with 
reference to a read¬ 
er’s letter in your 
October 19 issue, 
headed ‘ Elderly are 
prisoners in their own 
home’ from a W 
James, which 
referred to bus passes 
only being valid after 
9.30am. 

Firstly, I find the 
heading a bit dramatic, 
as pensioners are not 
prisoners - they can go 
out - it just means they 
are not entitled to free 
bus travel before 
9.30am. 

They don’t have to 
get a taxi, they can still 
catch a bus, but would 
need to pay. 

My second point, and 
the reason for writing 
this letter to your news¬ 
paper, is that the writer 
mentioned attending the 
doctors’ surgery in 
Highlight Park before 
9.30am and this is my 
main issue ...why oh 
why do they need to get 
to the doctors so early? 

Walk-in surgery is 
available until 10.30am 
in Highlight Park, so 
why can’t they attend 
later and leave the early 
appointments for 
patients who need to get 


to work? The same 
applies to Barry 
Hospital when you need 
to have blood taken. 

I have noticed over 
the years that it doesn’t 
matter how early I get to 
the hospital or doctors, 
about 20 pensioners 
have got there before 
me. 

Why? They have all 
day to do this. I work in 
Cardiff full time and this 
can result in me not get¬ 
ting to work until mid¬ 
day, even though I 
arrived at the doctors at 
8.15am (they open at 
8.30am). 

This situation I am 
sure is not exclusive to 
Highlight Park - and the 
surgeries around Barry 
need to address this, 
maybe making the sec¬ 
ond hour of walk-in sur¬ 
gery for pensioners and 
people who don’t work; 
and reserving the first 
hour for those who do 
need to get to work 
(obviously exempting 
emergencies). 

My mother is 78 and 
my mother-in-law 80 
years old, and neither of 
them would consider 
attending their surgeries 
early for the reasons 
stated above. 

It would be great if 
more pensioners showed 
the same consideration.

‘Please clean up 
after your dog’ 

I T is unbelievable that some irresponsible 
dog owners still allow their dogs to dirty 
the environment and never clean up after 
them.

Talking at the launch 
of the new website he 
has had developed on 
behalf of the campaign, 
Mike had a marvellous 
surprise up his sleeve. 

Nancy’s Dad, Lyn, a 
welder at Cuddy Group, 
explained: “In May, 

Mike found out that 


Lucy and I spend all our 
free-time raising money 
for the Cystic Fibrosis 
Trust and was quick to 
offer his support for the 
cause. 

“One thing led to 
another and, during late 
summer, Mike decided 
that he wanted to adopt 
‘Running With Nancy’ 
as the main beneficiary 
of his charitable activi¬ 
ties for the 12 months 
from September 1.” 

Mike said: “While I 
will continue to support 
various causes as and 
when I can, both through 
the company and 
through the Cuddy 
Family Charitable Trust, 
it is the Running With 
Nancy campaign that 
will have my primary 
focus. 

“Lyn and his wife 
Lucy, are quality, big- 
hearted people who have 
an exemplary attitude in 
their approach to the 
challenges they face. 

“They and their pre¬ 
cious little girl Nancy, 
are inspirational charac¬ 
ters, and it is a real priv¬ 
ilege for me to be able to 
help them achieve their 
goals.” 

Cystic Fibrosis is a 
genetic, life-shortening, 
disabling condition that 
affects the lungs and the 
other major organs of the 
body.

WARNING TO 
DOG OWNERS 


A S a dog-owning resident of 

Cowbridge, I am anxious to let 
local dog owners know of our 
recent experience. 

Very sadly, my five-year-old labrador bitch had 
to be put down, after she suffered liver failure and 
seizures. Her condition deteriorated very quickly, 
and she was put down less than 24-hours after we 
sought treatment. 

The vet thinks her illness was caused by an 
unnamed bacterial infection. I walked her regularly 
on local playing fields and around Cowbridge. 

I don’t know whether she could have picked up 
an infection from drinking from puddles or ditches, 
as she sometimes did, which could have been con¬ 
taminated with bacteria, or from some other cause. 

I would suggest to local owners that if their dog 
becomes off colour and sick without any obvious 
reason, they seek veterinary advice. 

I would hate other owners to go through the 
same experience as we did. 

Leonie Roberts, Cowbridge 
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infected regularly, caus¬ 
ing irreversible life-limit¬ 
ing damage. 

Unless a cure for CF 
is developed, only half 
of the current 9,000 CF 
population in the UK 
will live into their thir¬ 
ties and forties. 

When Nancy was 
diagnosed with CF, the 
consultant advised Lyn 
and Lucy that the best 
way to ensure her long¬ 
term lung health was to 
“run with Nancy, and 
when she ’5 tired and 
wants to stop, hold her 
hand, and run some 
more”. 

The devoted parents 
took the advice to heart 
and formed Team 
Running With Nancy to 
enter races all over the 
country to fundraise for 
the CF cause. 

Lucy said: “Lyn and I 
were thrilled at the news 
that Mike had elected to 
get behind Team 
Running With Nancy in 
such a high profile way. 

“It has come at just 
the right time for us as a 
family and we are so 
very appreciative. We 
have two other teenage

children, so trying to 
juggle all our fundrais¬ 
ing and family commit¬ 
ments can be very test¬ 
ing!

A good read 
for a winter’s 


evening! 


THE London pub¬ 
lishing houses may 
have looked on 
October 10 as their 
big day to launch 
their Christmas 
block-busters, but 
Llantwit Major 
Local History 
Society got in before 
them - by launch¬ 
ing their latest vol¬ 
ume at their month¬ 
ly meeting on the 
Wednesday before. 

‘Llantwit Major 
Aspects of its History 
Volume 13’follows the 
now familiar format of 
a number of articles 
based on research car¬ 
ried out by society 
members, or from mate¬ 
rial held in the society’s 
archives. 

This volume has very 
much a military flavour 
to it with articles cover¬ 
ing both World Wars, as 
well as the the activities 
of the volunteer force 
which flourished during 
the Edwardian period. 

The society holds a 
number of documents 
detailing the plans for 
the defence of the area 
had an invasion taken 
place during World War 
Two. 

These rare resources 
have been used by 
Jonathan Berry of 
CADWfor his article, 
which is part of a wider 
research project. This is 
supplemented by John 
Morgan ’5 memories of 
the coastal Vale in 
wartime. 

Family history can 
often reveal aspects of 
local history which 
have been easily over¬ 
looked. Brenda Youde’s 
interest in her family 
has led to her uncover¬ 
ing the story of the 


Llantwit Major 
Volunteers, who flour¬ 
ished in the later 
Victorian and 
Edwardian period 
before the Territorial 
Army was created. 

A century has passed 
since the world was 
plunged into the “war 
to end all wars”. 
Llantwit, like thousands 
of communities, has in 
its midst a memorial to 
those who lost their 
lives during World War 
One, but what was the 
story behind each of the 
names carved there? I 
have attempted to 
answer that question. 

Steven George 
reminds us of the dan¬ 
gers of the coastal Vale, 
mirrored by some of the 
incidents recorded in 
the log books of 
Marcross and St 
Donat’s School. 

The remaining arti¬ 
cles, based on record¬ 
ings or documents held 
by the society, deal with 
life at the beginning of 
the twentieth century, a 
life that was largely 
destroyed by the Great 
War.

A SHOP assistant 
was terrified 
when a man 
armed with a 
knife tried to 
carry out a rob¬ 
bery. 

As a result, Karamjit 
Gill (53) had been trau¬ 
matised and her self-con¬ 
fidence undermined, 
Cardiff Crown Court has 
heard. 

The court was told that 
shortly before, catering 
worker Keiron 

Fitzpatrick had got up 
and decided to commit 
crime. 

Fitzpatrick, of Holton 
Road, Barry, was jailed 
for three and a half years 
after admitting charges of 
attempted robbery and 
possessing an offensive 
weapon. 

Judge Eleri Rees told 
him: “This was some¬ 
thing you planned 
because you were des¬ 
perate for money for 
food. 

“Here was a woman 
on her own in a shop. 
Corner shops provide a 
valuable service to the 
local community. They 
are often targets. 

“This was a shocking 
incident and it has affect¬ 
ed the victim’s confi¬ 
dence badly.”

Fitzpatrick as “a violent 
man, capable of vio¬ 
lence”. 

Prosecutor Jason 
Howells said the inci¬ 
dent, which lasted about 
90 seconds, was captured 
on closed circuit televi¬ 
sion. 

On August 17, he said, 
Mrs Gill was in the 
Premier store, Holton 
Road, where she had 
worked for seven years, 
putting magazines into 
newspapers, when she 
became aware of 
Fitzpatrick standing next 
to her. 

“He told her to lock 
the door and she saw that 
he was holding a knife. 
They went behind the 
counter and he took the 
till keys. She pressed a 
panic alarm button and 
when he asked her if she 
had done that, denied it.” 

Mr Howells said he 
threatened to kill her and 
the knife was put close to 
her stomach. He took her 
mobile phone and left. 

Later, Mrs Gill 
described him, saying 
she could only see his 
eyes. 

She said she was men¬ 
tally affected and 
throughout believed he 
would have harmed her. 

As a result, said Mr 
Howells, she had wanted 
to leave the Barry area 
and return to her family 
in Leicester. 

Police arrived at the 


shop within minutes, and 
a knife was found in the 
vicinity. Litzpatrick was 
arrested on September 10 
at his home near the 
shop. 

He admitted commit¬ 
ting the offence. 

He told the officers he 
had woken up that morn¬ 
ing intending to commit 
crime. 

He denied pointing the 
knife towards her stom¬ 
ach and said he felt stu¬ 
pid because he had let his 
family down. 

The reason for his 
behaviour, he continued, 
was because he had not 
eaten for two days. 

He was said to have 
convictions for 13 
offences, including 
assault, affray, possess¬ 
ing an offensive weapon, 
causing actual bodily 
harm and drugs offences. 

On one occasion, said 
Mr Howells, the victim 
of the assault had been 
his partner whom he had 
kicked to the head while 
holding a knife. She was 
also cut on her back with 
a meat cleaver. 

His barrister, Nicholas 
Gareth Jones, said he had 
written a letter express¬ 
ing his remorse. 

“It has to be accepted 
this is a serious case, 
though there was no 
actual violence, no phys¬ 
ical injury and nothing 
was stolen. 

“As soon as his bluff 
was called, he fled. He 
had been released from 
prison shortly before and 
had no money.”

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Do we need another 9,900 houses in 
Vale? A councillor says ‘it is too many ../

A leading Plaid Cymru council¬ 
lor in the Vale has claimed that 
the council’s new Local 
Development Plan (LDP) over¬ 
estimates the county’s housing 
need by up to 3,500 houses. 

That is more than a third of the 9,900 
houses that would be built under the 
plans, which if approved will be the offi¬ 
cial planning document from 2011 until 
2026. 

The LDP had been anxiously awaited 
in the towns of the Vale, but also in vil¬ 
lages and hamlets, with residents keen to 
see what sort of changes might take place 
in their communities over the next 13 or 
so years. 

People in outlying areas have com¬ 
plained that more houses would mean 
green fields disappearing and more cars, 
and that their local infrastructure would 
be unable to cope. 

In built-up areas like Penarth, Barry 
and Dinas Powys some residents stress 


they don’t want to lose open areas to 
more houses and flats. 

TARGET 

Coun Ian Johnson claims that estimates 
for the Vale’s population and household 
projections underpinning the numbers are 
out of date, and that more recently pub¬ 
lished information - and new information 
due to be released later this year - would 
substantially reduce the targets. 

The Vale’s LDP will be discussed by 
councillors next Wednesday, October 23. 
They will decide whether or not to give 
the approval for it to go to public consul¬ 
tation in November. 

Coun Johnson said: “I have long 
argued that the Vale’s population is grow¬ 
ing at a slower rate than earlier estimates 
believed. 

“This has now been agreed by the 
Welsh Government, which has substan¬ 
tially downgraded its population growth 
figures over the summer. 

“What was originally an estimate for 
143,500 people in the Vale by 2026 has 


now become 132,500 - around 11,000 
fewer people, and a population increase 
of 6,000 people between 2011 and 2026. 

“The target number of houses being 
built has not been changed and still stands 
at 9,900 for the period between 2011 and 
2026. 

“The Vale Council cabinet says that 
these new houses are needed because of 
the household projections, which means 
the average number of people in each 
house. 

“However, estimates on the number of 
people living in each house have also 
been shown by the 2011 census to be sub¬ 
stantially different from the reality. 

“There is a trend for fewer people to be 
living under the same roof, so between 
2001 and 2011 the average went from 
2.41 to 2.32 people per household. 

“However, the estimate for 2011 was 
an average of 2.27 people in each house. 

“A difference of 0.05 may not look like 


much, but in practice this is a difference 
of several thousand houses in the Vale. 

“If this trend continues at the same 
pace, then by 2026 the average house 
would have around 2.18 people living 
there rather than the estimate of 2.13 cur¬ 
rently being used. 

“Basically, the estimated figures being 
used in calculations assumed that more 
people would live in the Vale and they 
would live in smaller households.” 

INFLATED 

Coun Johnson argures that the result of 
this is that the new ‘housing need’ has 
been substantially inflated. 

He explained: “The Vale had 53,500 
houses at the time of the 2011 census. 
Adding 9,900, as intended, would mean 
63,400 houses. 

“However, bearing in mind that around 
2,000 people live in shared accommoda¬ 
tion, such as nursing homes, then having 
lower population growth and larger 
households than anticipated mean that the 
Vale’s housing need by 2026 should be 


for around 59,900 houses - 3,500 fewer 
units than we are planning to build.” 

Coun Johnson said he had doubts as to 
whether the LDP train should be leaving 
the station, when more useful information 
was on the way. 

“The Welsh Government is publishing 
its own revised household projections 
within weeks so it makes no sense to rush 
through a Local Development Plan which 
is based on data that is already well out of 
date.” 

Coun Johnson said he would have like 
to have seen the Vale cabinet wait for the 
new figures before publishing the LDP. 

“Right now, it is farcical to expect the 
public to give an informed opinion when 
newer data could mean a very different 
LDP as we try to ensure the right amount 
of housing in the Vale. 

Coun Johnson welcomed the fact that 
Weycock Cross had been removed from 
the plans, and said ensuring the right sup¬ 
ply of affordable housing in the Vale and 
a successful conclusion to the develop¬ 
ment at Barry Waterfront was crucial.

O N Monday, 
October 14, 
the people 
of Senghenydd in 
the Rhondda 
Valley commemo¬ 
rated the county’s 
worst mining disas¬ 
ter in which 440 
men lost their lives. 

My father, who at 
that time lived in 
Trehafod, was one of 
the many men who 
volunteered to help. 

Many years later, 
when I lived in 


London, I was asked 
to give a talk to mem¬ 
bers of the group to 
which I belonged. 

I had given several 
talks on various sub¬ 
jects, but wrote to my 
father and asked if he 
could give me an 
insight into life in the 
Rhondda Valley. 

He sent me an 
account of the 
Senghenydd mine dis¬ 
aster and the difficult 
time the Rhondda peo¬ 
ple endured. 

There is a song that 
I learnt in my child¬ 


hood which I believe 
was written by a wan¬ 
dering minstrel, who 
on hearing of the 
Senghenydd disaster, 
composed the follow¬ 
ing: 

A miner was leaving 
his home for his work 
when he heard his little 
child scream, 

He ran to the side of 
his little girVs bed, 

Oh Daddy, I have 
had such a dream -1 
dreamt that the mine 
was on fire, 

The men all fought 
for their lives and then 


the scene changed and 
the top of the mine was 
covered with sweet¬ 
hearts and wives. 

Go tell my dream to 
your mates, for as true 
as the stars that shine, 
Something is going 
to happen tonight, 

Oh Daddy, don’t go 
down the mine. 

I may add I have 
sung this song which 
has brought tears to 
the eyes of the listen¬ 
ers (the story and 
words, not my singing ).

Burglar drove 
getaway car into 
police vehicle! 


AFTER stealing a car 
during a burglary, a 
man reversed into a 
police vehicle which 
had parked behind 
him, writes AJ 
SICLUNA. 

Liam Jones (21) 
claimed it was an acci¬ 
dent, said prosecutor 
David Pugh at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Jones, of Kingsland 
Crescent, Barry, admitted 
charges of burglary and 
aggravated vehicle tak¬ 
ing, and was jailed for a 
year and disqualified 
from driving for a year. 

He was warned by 
judge Eleri Rees: “If you 
commit another burglary, 
you will face a minimum 
prison term of three 
years.” 

She said it was not the 
value of what was taken 
that did harm, but the fact 
of having one’s home 
violated by a stranger. 

“The emotional harm 
is greater than the physi¬ 
cal loss of property. The 
only appropriate sen¬ 
tence is custody. The way 
you are going, you are 
going to spend longer 
and longer in custody.” 

Prosecutor David 
Pugh said that Julie 
Powell and her husband 
were in bed at 2.30am at 
their home in Southsea 
Street, Barry. 

She was awakened 
when a police officer 
knocked her door and 


said the couple’s Suzuki 
Swift had collided with a 
police car in Tynewydd 
Road. 

Earlier, Jones had bur¬ 
gled the house and taken 
five sets of keys, a 
mobile phone and a 
handbag and contents. 

The attention of the 
police was later drawn to 
the vehicle because its 
tyres were squealing. The 
police stopped behind 
Jones, who reversed into 
the police car, and 
attempted to run off. 

“He didn’t get very 
far, and he admitted the 
car was stolen. All the 
stolen property was 
recovered,” said Mr 
Pugh. 

Jones, the court heard, 
had convictions for 36 
offences, including bur¬ 
glary, attempted burgla¬ 
ry, causing criminal dam¬ 
age, taking a vehicle 
without consent, aggra¬ 


vated vehicle taking, 
shoplifting, five for 
assault, possessing an 
offensive weapon, 
attempted theft and pos¬ 
sessing drugs. 

His solicitor, Adam 
Sharpe, said: “There was 
no planning. At the time, 
he was staying with a 
friend nearby, and he has 
expressed remorse. 

“In due course, he will 
learn the error of his 
ways and he is well 
aware of the seriousness 
of the situation.” 

Jones, said Mr Sharpe, 
had underlying problems 
with depression, drugs 
and alcohol. 

“He is immature and 
vulnerable,” he said. 

Jones was ordered to 
pay a victim surcharge of 
£100, and was told by the 
judge: “Make the best 
use of what’s available 
when you are in cus¬ 
tody.”

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Coun Burnett blasts back at ‘inaccurate 
statements’ from the Welsh Tory leader 


THE South Wales 
Central regional 
AM, Andrew RT 
Davies, recently 
launched an attack 
on the Vale 
Council’s cabinet 
member for regen¬ 
eration, Coun Lis 
Burnett, citing lack 
of progress in three 
“key areas of her 
portfolio”. 

Mr Davies, who is 
leader of the Welsh 
Conservatives, seized on 
the issues of regenera¬ 
tion for Barry, public 
transport in the Vale and 
the St Athan enterprise 
zone - saying that it was 
“time to deliver for the 
Vale, or make way for 
someone new”. 

Speaking in plenary 
on Wednesday, 

September 25, Mr 
Davies asked the Local 
Government Minister to 
confirm what representa¬ 
tions she had received 
from the Vale Council on 
funding for buses. He 
said the Minister had 
confirmed that she had 
received none. 

Mr Davies said: “I 
wrote to Ms Burnett on 
August 6, to request a

“To make matters 
worse, it now appears 
that Coun Burnett hasn’t 
bothered to request a 
meeting with officials at 
the Welsh Government 
to lobby for people of the 
Vale in getting some of 
this funding back” 

He went on to accuse 
Coun Burnett of not 
holding any formal 
meetings since taking 
her cabinet post with 
members of the 
Enterprise Zone Board at 
St Athan, or with the 
responsible Welsh 
Government Minister. 

He also attacked Coun 
Burnett over the fact that 
the Vale Council had 
failed to secure regener¬ 
ation funding for Barry. 

Mr Davies said: 
“These are arguably the 
three biggest issues 
affecting the regenera¬ 
tion portfolio today and 
on each she has failed to 
deliver.” 

Coun Lis Burnett 
responded: “I am aston¬ 
ished that the Leader of 
the Conservative Party 
in Wales is confused 
over Welsh Government 
cabinet portfolios. 

“I feel most people 
would have expected 
him to know that the 
Minister for Local

information. 

“Only last week, we 
saw criticism of the 
housing projections in 
the LDP, a topic I have 
answered fully in the 
media and at full coun¬ 
cil. There has been a 
suggestion by Mr Cairns 
that the six-week statuto¬ 


ry consultation period 
for the LDP should be 
extended - but he knows 
only too well the six 
weeks period is a legal 
requirement and the time 
frame fixed. 

“However, unlike the 
previous administration, 
we are providing brief¬ 


ing sessions across the 
Vale to help people 
understand and make 
comments on a key doc¬ 
ument that will guide 
development of our 
county until 2026.

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Man escapes jail 
after Maesteg pub 
pool cue attack

Preservation 
group adds to 
its collection 



The latest addition to the 
preserved vehicle collection. 


A POOL cue that 
was used as a 
weapon to strike a 
customer in a pub, 
snapped in half, so 
severe was the force 
used. 

Cardiff Crown Court 
heard that the victim, 
security guard Paul 
Thomas, had a seven 
centimetre wound to the 
back of his head which 
required five stitches. 

Dewi Phillips (24), an 
industrial roofer with no 
previous convictions, of 
Heol-y-Fedw, Cymmer, 
admitted a charge of 
wounding. 

He was sentenced to 


nine months’ imprison¬ 
ment, suspended for a 
year, and ordered to pay 
£750 compensation to 
Mr Thomas, and £250 
costs. 

He was also put on an 
electronically-tagged 
curfew for four months 
from 8pm to 5am, and 
ordered to pay a victim 
surcharge of £100. 

Said Judge Eleri 
Rees:“The courts take a 
dim view of violence 
that breaks out in a pub¬ 
lic house.” 

She said that whatev¬ 
er Mr Thomas had done, 
he didn’t deserve to be 
attacked with a pool cue 


and suffered a very nasty 
injury. 

“What avoids you 
going into custody is 
your lack of previous 
convictions.” 

Prosecutor David 
Pugh said that on 
October 20, Mr Thomas 
was in the Navigation 
pub in Maesteg with his 
son, brother and cousin. 

He had just finished 
playing pool and turned 
away. 

“As he did so, Phillips 
picked up a cue and in 
the words of a witness, 
‘smashed’ the victim to 
the back of the head, 
causing the cue to snap 
in half.” 

Mr Thomas’s son and 
another customer 

restrained Phillips. Mr 
Thomas was bleeding 
considerably and was 
treated at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital. 

When interviewed, 
Phillips said: “No com¬ 
ment”. 

Mr Thomas later said 
the incident had affected 
him and he was unset¬ 
tled by noise. He said he 
no longer went out 
drinking, doesn’t 

socialise and feels con¬ 
fused and dreams about 
the attack. He also said 


he didn’t know why he 
was struck. 

Phillips’ counsel, 
Andrew Taylor, said the 
pub landlady said in a 
statement that Mr 
Thomas had “been look¬ 
ing for trouble” and had 
been bullying the defen¬ 
dant. 

“Mr Thomas was by 
no means a shy and retir¬ 
ing rose, and was partly 
responsible for what 
happened. Custody 
would be devastating for 
Phillips.” 


T HIS month 
sees the 
Cardiff 
Transport 
Preservation Group 
get two additional 
vehicles to its 
expanding collec¬ 
tion of classic and 
historic buses. 

The preservationists 
are based at a 1930s for¬ 
mer Western Welsh bus 
garage, known as The 
Bus Depot, in Barry. 

They recently saw the 
arrival of a 32-year-old 
Tow Truck, a big ERF 


machine suitable for 
towing buses, and an 18- 
year-old former service 
bus, both from Cardiff 
Bus. 

Mike Taylor, chair¬ 
man of the preservation 
group, said: “The bus is 
a very useful addition to 
our heritage bus collec¬ 
tion. It is an 18-year-old 
Dennis Dart single deck 
Cardiff Bus with 41-seat 
Alexander Dash body¬ 
work that used to run 
locally in the city and 
here in Barry. 

“This 1995 bus is an 
example of one of the 
more recent step- 


entrance type vehicles, 
soon to be phased out of 
public service due to 
accessibility issues. 

“More recently, this 
Cardiff Bus example has 
been used for some 
years as a training vehi¬ 
cle, so we are looking to 
restore it to an ‘as deliv¬ 
ered’ condition. This will 
require a re-paint and fit¬ 
ting of a full set of seats, 


as these were partly 
removed when it was 
used for training.” 

The Cardiff Dennis 
Dart will be added to the 
collection of preserved 
vehicles and will eventu¬ 
ally form part of the 
runnable classic bus 
fleet. There are numer¬ 
ous Dennis Dart vehicles 
on the road today, but 
this early example has 
an usual Alexander Dash 
body and is one of only 
seven delivered to 
Cardiff Bus. 

The Preservation 
Group see it as impor¬ 
tant to have a few of the 
1990s vehicles to allow 
all generations of the 
public to appreciate how 
bus travel changes, as 
vehicles like this will 
soon not be in public 
service and they are pre¬ 
serving a piece of local 
transport history. 

Mike added: “We also 
secured from Cardiff 
Bus an old tow truck, 
which had been out of 
use for three years. It 
represents part of the 
ancillary fleet vehicles 
that all bus companies 
used to own themselves 
before these jobs were 
contracted out.” 



Bus services review is 
welcomed by Vale AM 


DURING an Assembly 
debate last week, Vale AM, 
Jane Hutt, raised concerns 
with Transport Minister, 
Edwina Hart AM, about 
the withdrawal of buses in 
the Vale. 

She thanked the Minister for 
meeting her to discuss the adverse 
impact the loss of buses was hav¬ 
ing across the Vale, and asked the 
Minister if she agreed that the loss 
of buses was affecting access to 
employment and jobs, as well as 
social needs? 

Edwina Hart replied that offi¬ 
cials were meeting with officers 
of the South East Wales Transport 


Alliance and Vale Council, to 
“review options and to evaluate 
the potential of re-instating serv¬ 
ices in Barry and the rural Vale”. 

She said she would report on 
its findings when the work has 
been completed. 

The Transport Minister added: 
“Our funding and support of bus 
services and community transport 
schemes is likely to come under 
considerable pressure, but the 
important thing is to maintain 
access to key services even in 
these difficult times. 

“I will be reviewing all issues 
around the help and assistance 
we give to bus services in Wales. ” 
Ms Hutt said: “I welcome the 
commitment made by the 


Transport Minister to review the 
impact of the loss of key bus 
routes and services across the 
Vale of Glamorgan. 

“This review is being under¬ 
taken with the Vale Council and 
will take account of the adverse 
impacts that have been reported 
from across the County. 

“I want to assure my con¬ 
stituents that I am submitting to 
the Minister and the Vale Council, 
all the evidence I have received, 
to assist them in this vital review. 

“I will report back on the find¬ 
ings to all those who have con¬ 
tacted me and to the wider com¬ 
munity that has been affected, 
including town and community 
councils!” Ms Hutt added.

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Union ‘galled’ at the 
cost of council refit 


LAST week, The GEM 
reported on how a 
£248,000 refit of the Vale 
Council chamber includ¬ 
ed £52,850 for 70 new 
chairs. 

The cost of the chairs was 
confirmed by the council, 
after Coun Richard Bertin 
had been told by a Vale mem¬ 
ber of staff that the individual 
cost was £800 a chair - in 
fact, the average cost per 
chair was a little lower, at 
£755. 

The council explained that 
a redesign of the chamber 
had been necessary because 
of disability legislation. 

A spokeswoman pointed 
out: “The existing furniture 
was of a fixed nature and 


could not be re-used in a flex¬ 
ible space; therefore, new, 
removable folding desks are 
to be used to allow the cham¬ 
ber to be multi-functional 
and increase its usage. 

“A range of furniture types 
were assessed for their func¬ 
tionality, longevity, ease of 
use, appropriateness and 
value for money. 

“The furniture selected 
was felt to best meet these 
requirements. The tables and 
chairs can easily be moved, to 
allow for much greater flexi¬ 
bility, which will enable max¬ 
imum use of the space.” 

Coun Bertin said that since 
The GEM published the 
story, people had expressed 
surprise to him, even stop¬ 
ping him in Holton Road to 


make the point. 

“I find this amount of 
money is totally outrageous 
for chairs. It is so wrong to 
spend this amount of money 
when we are being forced to 
make cuts to services.” 

UNISON, the trade union, 
agreed with Coun Bertin. 

Phil Carter, Vale union 
branch secretary, 

said:“Whilst UNISON com¬ 
pletely understands and 
appreciates the need for the 
council chamber to be acces¬ 
sible to all, I do have serious 
concerns about the costs 
involved in this renovation. 

“Local government work¬ 
ers are under increasing pres¬ 
sure and the situation is set to 
get far worse before there is 
even a glimmer of things 


improving. The Welsh gov¬ 
ernment have released their 
proposed budget and local 
government is going to be the 
biggest financial loser. 

“We are going to feel that 
throughout the Vale, and I 
think the council will be hard 
pressed to explain why they 
have spent such an excessive 
amount on this refurbish¬ 
ment, when people are likely 
to experience the brunt of the 
cuts in the local services they 
access.” 

He added: “Many workers 
in the Vale aren’t even receiv¬ 
ing a living wage, and when 
you consider the amount 
spent on the renovation in 
those terms, it is pretty 
galling.”

NEWS FROM FONMON APIARY 


Varroa still the 
biggest threat 

- but wasps also a problem 


THE fine weather of late has cer¬ 
tainly given the bees a boost and 
I am pleased to say a little honey 
has come my way. 

Treating for Varroa is now being 
undertaken - not all colonies are receiv¬ 
ing treatment as there is abundance of 
brood present in all stages, and nectar is 
still coming in. 

This season is about a month behind 
and as a result, the times stated in bee lit¬ 
erature for honey to come off and treat¬ 
ments to begin is not at all relevant. 

Varroa are the biggest threat and their 
control has to be addressed. A new prod¬ 
uct is available, its format is Formic Acid 
soaked pads. 

These are different from earlier Formic 
Acid applications as they can be used 
while honey supers are still on the hives. 

So why am I not treating all of the 
colonies? Well, as it is a new formula, I 
do not wish to put all of my eggs in one 
basket so to speak. 

The results from a couple of colonies 
will help me in my evaluation of this 
product and should it turn out egg- 
shaped, I will not lose all. 

The name of this newest treatment is 
MAQ STRIPS. Translated to Mite Away 
Quick strips. 

Varying the approach to mite control is 
sound sense. Over the years, several gen¬ 
erations of miticide have been used but 
due to stipulated regulations being 
ignored, it has resulted in the mites devel¬ 
oping resistance and, of course, a money- 
waster to the beekeeper. 

Unfortunately, there are still many 
beekeepers that firmly believe that they 
do not have a Varroa problem. 
Consequently, little or no control is 
undertaken and there we have a ready 


supply of mites and their associated prob¬ 
lems waiting in the wings. 

Quite apart from the Varroa, this year 
has produced an abundance of wasps and 
they are causing problems to the beekeep¬ 
er. 

Reports are coming in of colonies 
being lost to invasion by wasps. Why is 
this happening? 

It is that time of the year when wasp 
colonies proceed to die out. This comes 
about because the queen wasp has fin¬ 
ished laying eggs and there are no gmbs 
(larvae) to be fed by the adults. 

The gmbs have a diet of meat (cater¬ 
pillars eg). In return for this, they produce 
a sticky substance that is the diet of the 
adult wasps. The lack of their feedstuff 
means that a search is on by these adults 
to find a substitute and the contents of a 
beehive meet their requirements, as does 
your beer, jam, fruit of all kinds and any¬ 
thing remotely sweet and sticky. 

Finding such resources means that 
they can live a few more days, before 
death overtakes them. 

Although I have reduced the entrances 
to my hives, the wasps are very persistent 
and guard bees are very busy but not 
always victorious. 

The shortening days mean that the 
bees and I are preparing for the winter to 
come. Will they survive? I will certainly 
assist them as best as I can and hope that 
the weather will not be too severe. 

We can only hope that spring 2014 
puts in an appearance and not be the dis¬ 
aster that occurred this year. 

Being a beekeeper requires an opti¬ 
mistic outlook, plus the will to tackle all 
of the problems that are our lot at present.

MORE FOR PENSIONS 


1 WOULD like to answer 
some of the queries 
raised by the retired 
soldier in last week’s let¬ 
ters page. 

Firstly, Mr Watt is not a high¬ 
ly-paid union official, but a local 
official who also works for the 
fire and rescue service. 

Secondly, he is acting on 
behalf of his members, after a 
national ballot where 80 per cent 
of the members voted for indus¬ 
trial action. 


Lastly, which I think is the 
most important point, firefighters 
are paying more for their pen¬ 
sions, as much as 14 per cent of 
their salaries by the end of 2014 - 
only the police pay a similar con¬ 
tribution. 

Whilst members of the fire 
service are not happy about this, 
they accept they have to con¬ 
tribute more towards their retire¬ 
ment. 

They are not happy about the 
Government’s proposal about fit¬ 


ness tests, where, if a serving 
firefighter has 28 years’ service 
and fails a fitness test, they could 
be sacked without their pension 
and have to wait until normal 
pension age, with little or no 
chance of re-employment. 

I have the utmost respect for 
members of the armed forces, but 
please get your facts right before 
criticising members of a profes¬ 
sion I was extremely proud to be 
a part of for over 31 years.

He mentions pen¬ 
sions... does he know 
how much a fireman 
pays in pension contri¬ 
butions?

I’ve heard it said that 
they can step back off 
the front line into a 
desk-based job when 
they are older. No, they 
can’t - those jobs aren’t 
available in any number.

Hospital. I was in 
Ward 3 and I had 
the operation in 
Cavoc Ward. 

After the operation, I 
woke up in Ward 3 and 
was put opposite the 
nurses’ desk so they 
could see I was all right. 

After having a new 
hip, you are not allowed 
to bend, but the next day 
you get out of bed with 
the nurse’s help. She - 
or he - has to put your 
slippers on. 

You are washed daily 
and have clean sheets 
daily. You have a cup of 
tea served to you and 
then the breakfast trolley 
comes along. We had a 
choice of porridge or 
cereals, and cooked 
breakfast. 

I enjoy my food and I 
had a cooked breakfast 
and toast and marmalade 
every morning. The lady 
bringing the trolley 
around was lovely and 
greeted me with a smile. 

The next trolley 
comes around with 
books, sweets and other 
things so you can buy (if 
you wish). I did the 
crossword puzzle, or I 
read. 

With the use of my 
walker, a day or so later 
I was able to walk to the 
WC and back to my 
chair beside my bed - or 
the nurse helped me 
back into bed and took 
my slippers off. 

After a day or so, I 
was moved up the ward 
because a new patient 
had a new knee or hip. 

The tablets were 
brought around daily and 
injections were adminis¬ 
tered. As I had had trou¬ 
ble with my first opera¬ 


tion and my legs swelled 
up, I was given an injec¬ 
tion in my tummy each 
day to make sure I didn’t 
get a blood clot. 

Well, I received all 
this for nothing. I have 
heard people say they 
paid their NI stamp all 
their working life for 
this care; but the amount 
they paid then doesn’t 
cover the cost today for 
doctors, nurses, cleaners, 
cooks, food, mainte¬ 
nance men, and laundry 
workers. 

I think the 

Government should give 
extra money to the hos¬ 
pitals and stop the cuts. 

My husband’s father 
was gassed in the first 
war. He had a saying 
“let them paddle their 
own canoe ”, and I am 
sure he would have said 
this now about the all 
the money given to other 
countries. 

Yes, give money to 
aid other countries - but 
not so much. First, MPs 
should look after their 
own people. 

I am sure the vast 
majority of the people 
working in the health 
service do their best, but 
they are human beings 
like us patients and they 
are overworked.

The Welsh 
Government 
to tackle 
‘shocking’ 
problem of 
fly-grazing 


NEW legislation tar¬ 
geting those who 
deliberately fly graze 
their horses in Wales 
has been introduced to 
the National Assembly 
by Minister for 
Natural Resources 
and Food, Alun 
Davies. 

The Control of Horses 
(Wales) Bill will provide 
all Welsh local authori¬ 
ties with identical powers 
to seize, impound, return 
to the owner, and, as a 
last resort, euthanize 
horses by humane means 
when they are on land 
without lawful consent. 

Speaking about the 
legislation, the Minister 
said: “Fly grazing and 
the abandonment of hors¬ 
es and ponies has had a 
truly shocking impact on 
communities across parts 
of south Wales over 
recent years. The Welsh 
Government is deter¬ 
mined to take action to 
address this problem. 

“We know that our 
current legislative frame¬ 
work does not allow the 
enforcement bodies to 
deal with the problem as 
comprehensively and 
robustly as we would 
wish. 

“That is why I am 
introducing the Control 
of Horses (Wales) Bill 
which if passed by the 
Assembly will give all 
local authorities in Wales 
strengthened and uni¬ 
form powers to work 
towards a fly grazing free 
Wales. 

“This legislation pro¬ 
motes more responsible 
ownership and manage¬ 
ment of horses and 
allows for early and swift 
intervention when horses 
are abandoned or left on 
land without consent.” 

The Minister also stat¬ 


ed how important it was 
that local authorities, 
charities, the Police and 
Welsh Government con¬ 
tinue to work together as 
closely and effectively as 
they have been over 
recent months to stamp 
out fly grazing. 

Lynn Cutress, chief 
executive at Redwings 
Horse Sanctuary, said: 
“Having seen first-hand 
the devastating impact of 
fly grazing in Wales, we 
are delighted that the 
Welsh Government has 
taken such decisive 
action on this problem. 

“We hope the new Bill 
will strongly discourage 
horse owners from using 
such a disgraceful and 
illegal practice, which 
often has grave conse¬ 
quences for the horses 
involved.” 

Earlier this year, the 
Welsh Government con¬ 
sulted on the need for an 
all Wales legislative solu¬ 
tion to fly grazing and 
received over 600 
responses. The vast 
majority of those who 
responded were in favour 
of improved legislation. 

Conservative regional 
AM, Andrew RT Davies, 
said: “My calls for action 
on fly grazing were 
repeatedly brushed off by 
the First Minister and the 
fact that it has come for¬ 
ward is testament to the 
relentless campaigning 
of charities, concerned 
members of the public 
and opposition politi¬ 
cians who have long 
recognised the gravity of 
the situation.” 

The Minister made a 
full statement to the 
National Assembly 
detailing his plans to 
tackle fly grazing on 
Tuesday, October 15.

since the early days, but 
on the other hand, it’s no 
surprise how it has 
evolved - when you 
think of all there is on 
offer there. 

As well as the faithful 
locals, people travel 
from afar for the festival 
because of the great 
chefs, fantastic 
exhibitors and quality 
produce.
